lutest estimate made is that w heat crop 
of the state this year will be alsnit 70 
pe" cent. of the normal, the *hortage 
being due in large measure to the insect

17.—Twenty-one 
lives were supffed out by an explosion 
of ^as in the Sykesville shaft of the 
Cascade Coal and Coke company. 
Every miner in the southern portion 
id tile workings perished. Few of the 
men 
were 
killed by the explosion 
i self, and from th e position of the 
bodies found by rescuing parties it 
was evident that, following the flash, 
many of the men gathered up their 
belongings and w ere endeavoring to 
reach an outlet when overcom e and 
suffocated by the fatal after dam p that 
invariably folows an explosion of a 
gaseous nature. 
Only one victim was mutilated be­ 
yond recognition and this was Ralph 
Marianna, who was identified by the 
brass num ber check worn around his 
neck. Most of the dead men bore no 
m arks whatever, indicating that death 
caern through suffneat ion. 
To those on the surface the first 
knowledge of the explosion cam e when 
the safety door on the big ventilating 
fan was blown open. Im m ediately a 
rescue party under the direction of 
Fire Boss John Brown des< ended the 
150-foot shaft to investigate. 
At the bottom no indication of the 
awful tragedy was apparent, and th 
rescuers penetrated a mile and a half 
underground before they carne onto 
a group of six men huddled together 
In death. These vietims were sent to 
the surfac e * and the volunteer res* 
criers began a thorough search for 
more bodies, with the 
result 
that 
eleven more were recovered, with four 
’fill missing, but known to have i>een 
working In the devastated section and 
probably lurried under rock and dirt, 
as in several places the roof was tu m ­ 
bled down by the explosion. 
The government relief car with a 
corps of experts arrived at the scene 
and an Investigation is tieing made. 
Theories as to the cause of the explo­ 
sion are many, but the one most ao- 
•epted is that a (rocket of gas was 
ct nick and Ignited from a lamp, thus 
creating the conditions! or the after 
lamp. 
Hix men working in another head- 
ng of the mine at th e tim e of the a c ­ 
cident knew nothing of the exploaion 
int ii the com pressed air stopped their 
drills and one man was knocked from 
hie rock drill. They realized th at som a 
’bing had happened, but did not know 
the nature of It until they m et a party 
of rescuers.
